SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


The Gouldsboro Selectmen have had a very active year, 
although we have had to overcome many difficulties. There 
was an unsuccessful attempt to remove control of town 
affairs from your elected officials. There was a period of 
approximately ten weeks when we had no Town Manager, and 
all managerial duties were performed by the Selectmen with 
the help of Gail Brown. We were fortunate to secure the 
services of Richard Erb for about seven months as Town 
Manager. He served the Town well and worked very well with 
the Selectmen and the Town Clerk. We were sorry to lose 
his services. 

As one Selectman was ill during the spring and moved 
from the town during the summer, the two remaining Selectmen 
Managed to keep the town affairs in order and make some 
progress in all areas. The Selectmen worked many hours 
defending the Town against a suit in the amount of $1,000,000 
against the Town and it's elected officials. The suit was 
settled for $10,000, a portion of which was paid by insurance. 
Part of the settlement gives the newly elected Board of 
Selectmen the right to choose their Town Manager without 
threat of suit. Selectmen's meetings were held on Thursday 
evenings at 7 P.M. These meetings are open to the public. 
Most meetings have very few of the public in attendance, 
although several meetings in the spring had rather large 
gatherings. We would like to thank Gail Brown for the tre- 
mendous amount of work she has done very willingly for us 
this past year. 

We want the townspeople to know that the main reason we 
we decided to accept settlement of the suits was to allow 
future town officials to run the town affairs without the 
added burden of having the matter run on for perhaps two or 
more years in the courts. A Selectman's job becomes more 
complicated each year, and the pay does not even cover 
transportation, so we are happy to leave a clean slate for 
the new Board. We want to thank the many citizens, too 
numerous to name, who have given us assistance in the past 
year.

ASSESSOR'S REPORT 


The Assessors had a busy schedule during 1979. Two major 
objectives were accomplished. One was to begin using the 
Town's tax maps, and the other was to increase the assess- 
ment ratio to comply with the requirements of State law. 
This work was made unduly burdensome by the nonparticipation 
of one of the assessors. 


State requirements for 1979, the final step in a three- 
year program, call for an assessment ratio of no less than 
70% and a quality rating of no more than 20%. The Sales 
Ratio Study completed a few days ago showed Gouldsboro at a 
72% assessment ratio with a 17% quality rating. 

Inflation and other economic pressures have pushed real 
estate values upward by as much as 10% a year for many years 
now. This trend will surely continue. So to hold the 
assessment ratio at 70%, or more, it will be necessary to 
continue to increase assessed values in furture years. 

Of greater concern to all of us is the requirement that 
assessments be equitable. The really good quality rating 
would be ZERO %. A 20% quality rating means that a typical 
assessment can be 20% higher or 20% lower than it should be. 
To improve the quality of assessments and approach an accept- 
able degree of equity in Gouldsboro's assessing system, a 
professional revaluation should be accomplished as soon as 
possible. This need was recognized in the 1977 assessor's 
report, and as time goes on, the need becomes more apparent 
and more urgent. Your assessors urge action be taken at 
the Town Meeting to set in motion a professional revaluation 
program.

PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


During 1979, the Planning Board held twenty-one (21) 
regular meetings and one (1) public hearing. The majority 
of the Board's time and effort was spent in the review of 
seventeen (17) shoreland zoning applications and one (1) 
subdivision application. Reviewing an application involves 
assisting an applicant in preparing the proper forms, making 
an on site inspection if necessary, checking the application 
against existing ordinances, and determining the appropriate 
action to be taken. 


The Planning Board is also concerned with preparing or 
updating town ordinances which apply to the Board's mission. 
In 1979 the subdivision ordinance, prepared by the Planning 
Board, was approved by the Town of Gouldsboro at its meeting 
on 5 March 1979. An ordinance governing the Planning Board 
has been prepared by the Board for the town's consideration 
at its March 1980 meeting. Projects of the Board in progress 
include a mobile home ordinance and a building permit ordi- 
nance. 

The Planning Board is composed of five (5) regular mem- 
bers and two (2) alternate members, each appointed by the 
Selectmen and serving for five (5) years. During 1979 the 
Board has gained and lost members, but one member, Glen 
Dalton, who completed his term of office in March 1979, has 
held various positions on the Board and his contributions to 
the Planning Board and to the Town of Gouldsboro cannot go 
unnoticed in this report. 

The Planning Board meets the first and third Tuesday of 
each month at 7:30 PM in the Town Office. All meetings are 
open to the public and the Board welcomes citizens of the 
town to attend its meetings and become familiar with the 
functions and activities of the Planning Board.

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SHELLFISH COMMITTEE REPORT 


Since the Town Meeting, there have been 11 regular Shell- 
fish Committee meetings and 6 special meetings held at the 
town office. The special meetings were usually held to 
accomodate clammers whose license applications were in ques- 
tion because their 3 month residence in the town was difficult 
to establish. 250 licenses were granted. 

One special meeting was held in the town hall to protest 
the State project to dig and reprocess contaminated clams 
from Prospect Harbor. The committee was able to stop this 
State program. 

The CETA Seeding Program dug and then broadcast 45 bushels 
of small seed clams on depleted flats. This was done with 
the cooperation of state biologist Malcolm Richards, and 
constable Carl Young, who donated his time. 

Clam warden Earl Young's efforts reduced the frequency 
which out-of-town and non-licensed diggers used the Goulds- 
boro flats. 

Two invitations are hereby offered: One to those who would 
like to use a map in the town office showing open and closed 
areas - particularly those licensed and unlicensed home 
owners who will be digging in Corea or West Gouldsboro. The 
other invitation is to clam diggers to attend the meetings 
once a month, usually the same day each month.

RECREATION COMMITTEE REPORT 


The recreation committee has gotten information about 
funds available from state and federal agencies, and has 
discussed other ideas that can be done locally on a low 
budget. Using the results of a questionnaire, we will 
develop a town recreation program, making proposals first 
on projects that townspeople think are the most important. 
We did not make recommendations yet on specific proposals, 
even on projects already underway like the ball field. 

The committee had difficulty just getting organized, locat- 
ing information, and deciding what to do first. However, 
we all agree that there is a need in the town for SOME 
recreation facilities, and are willing to spend time devel- 
oping proposals that have support in the town. 
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REPORT OF GYM BUILDING COMMITTEE 


Dear Citizens: 


The Gym Building Committee since its last report to at the 
Special Town Meeting has updated the cost on the proposal for 
a gym facility. 


The current proposal is the same as presented previously with 
the following specifications and cost update. 


SHERIDAN CORPORATION PROPOSAL 


A. Objectives: 
1. To construct a 90' x 90' x 20' shell on foundation 
and slab. 
2. To finish and make operational a 60' x 90' gymnasium 
area within the shell. 
3. To accomplish the above at lowest cost possible while 
maintaining a reasonable quality level. 


B. Included Items: 

1. Building: One 60' x 90' x 20' Butler WBF II type build- 
ing with one 30' x 90' x 20' Butler width extension 
attatched. The building shall be designed to support a 
50# sq. ft. live load on the roof and a simultaneous 20# 
sq. ft. wind load on the walls. The roof shall be Butler 
MR-24 standing seam roof and the walls shall be Butlerib 
II paneling. 


2. Concrete Work: Foundation- 10" thick 4' high steel rein- 
forced concrete walls with continuous footings- 2,500psi 
concrete. Slab- 4" reinforced with 6x6# 10/10 wire mesh 
throughout- 3,000psi concrete. 


3. Insulation: Roll type, fiberglass, vinyl faced metal 
building insulation. Roof R 20 and Wall R 12.5. 


4. Masonry: There shall be a concrete block wall separating 
the gym from the rest of the building. 


5. Carpentry: Liner panel of two (2) layers of 5/8" sheet- 
rock on 2 x 4 studs taped and finished with two coats 
of paint on the three interior walls of the gymnasium. 


6. Floors: 1/8" vinyl asbestos tile in the gymnasium. 
7. Heat: Oil fired forced hot air suspended units in the gym. 


8. Plumbing: Roughed in plumbing for future kitchen and 
shower rooms. Water and sewer lines piped to 10' outside 
the building. 


9. Electric: Mercury vapor lights in the gym. Lighting 
level 50' candles. Two mercury vapor wall pack units for 
outside lighting. Four exit lights. Two emergency lights. 
Entrance and panel to meet future development.

10. Doors: Four double doors with panic hardware and 
closers in gym. One double door service entrance for 
kitchen. Five pass doors from gym to future rooms. 


11. Earthwork: Trenching for foundation and piping within 
the building.

At the end of the 1979 municipal year, the general operating account 
showed cash in the amount of $112,440.01, or a decrease of $29,547.25 


from the prior year cash balances. The cash is held in the following

Uncollected taxes for 1979 amounted to $41,613.52, or 10.6% of the 
total tax commitment for 1979. This compares to 12.3% uncollected at 
December 31, 1978. 


Deferred appropriations represents the amount to be raised over a 
three year period for the purchase of two school busses. Notes were ob- 
tained from the First National Bank of Bar Harbor in November of 1977 
for $18,503.79, and from Depositors Trust Company in March of 1979 for 
_ $20,728.00 to fund the purchase of the busses. The remaining balances

The second suit, involving Mr. Roger McFarland, a Selectman of the 
Town of Gouldsboro, is scheduled to be heard in Superior Court on May 29, 
1980. If the case is found to be against the Town, the estimated cost of 
settlement will be $1,000.

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GOULDSBORO SCHOOL REPORT 


It is again my privilege to submit the annual school 
report to the citizens of Gouldsboro. 

School opened in September with a new Principal. Mr. 
Charles Cashman, a member of the staff for many years, was 
selected to replace Mr. Whitaker who retired after years of 
dedicated service to the Gouldsboro School. Mrs. Peplowski 
replaced Patricia Clark as teacher of Grade 3 and the K-1 
instructional staff was reduced by one member. 

The quality of your educational program continues to be 
excellent. The 1979 student achievment test results indi- 
cate progress to be at (and in many classes above) the 
national average. All staff members are to be congratulated 
for their efforts. 

The remedial reading program under the direction of Mrs. 
Marlene Bates, assisted by Mrs. Susan Shetterly, is providing 
assistance to pupils with special reading problems. 

Mrs. Woodward and her assiatant Susan Scott are providing 
excellent meals with very high student participation. Even 
with the escalating costs of food, this program remains self- 
supporting. 

During this year new windows were installed in four rooms 
of the original building. Energy savings realized during 
the next few years will offset the cost of these replacements. 
Plans are now being made, and monies are included in the 
budget, to complete window replacement in the K-1 room this 
summer. The burner in the furnace has been replaced with a 
new and more efficient one. 

At the beginning of the school year your School Committee 
devoted considerable time to a review of proposals to reduce 
school expenditures. As a result, bus routes and bus stops 
were revised; travel for elementary sports was limited to 
this school union and field trips were reduced to only those 
directly related to the educational program. The building 
temperature was reduced to 65 degrees during school hours 
and 55 degrees during non-school hours. An energy audit has 
been completed by the Bureau of Public Improvement. The 
recommendations from that audit are now being studied to 
determine the cost and savings factor of each. 

It is the recommendation of the Committee that a new bus 
should be purchased for the next year to replace the old 
International with high mileage. An article is being in- 
cluded in the Warrant for this purpose. Articles have also 
been submitted for the construction of a gymnasium as request- 
ed at the last town meeting. The specifications remain the 
same as those presented at the special town meeting. 

An examination of your school budget reflects a decrease 
in the instructional account because of the reduction in the 
teaching staff. Building maintenance has been reduced with 
completion of window replacement in four rooms. One bus note 
has been paid off thereby reducing this account. Significant 
increases are requested in heating and transportation main- 
tenance because of increased costs of fuel and repairs to 
busses. The total budget increase is $4,826.08, however, 
due to an increase in State allocation over last year the tax 
commitment request for this budget is $20,708.25 less than 
for the 1979-80 school budget. 
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A sincere thanks is extended to the staff,

STABLISHMENT OF THE GOULDSBORO PLANNING BOARD 


1. Establishment. Pursuant to M.R.S.A. Const. Art. VIII-A 
and 30 M.R.S.A. #1917, the Town of Gouldsboro hereby 
establishes the Gouldsboro Planning Board. 


2. Membership 

A. Election to the Board shall be by the same process as 
election of municipal officers. Associate members shall 
be appointed by the municipal officers. 


B. The Board shall consist of five members and two assoc- 
iate members. 


C. Members of the existing planning board shall continue 
to serve out their appointed terms on the board re- 
established by this ordinance. 


D. The term of each member shall be five years. The term 
of office of an associate member shall be until the next 
municipal election. 
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E. When there is a vacancy, the municipal officers shall, 
within 60 days of its occurence, appoint an associate to 
i serve until the next municipal election. 


F. No municipal officer may serve as a member or associate 
member. 


G. No non-resident of the town of Gouldsboro may serve 
as a member or associate member. 


3. Organization and Rules. 
A. The board shall elect a chairman, a vice-chairman, and 
a secretary from among its members and create and fill 
such other offices as it may determine. The term for 
all offices shall be one year with eligibility of re-election. 


B. When a member is absent the chairman shall designate 
an associate member to sit in his stead. 


C. An associate member may attend all meetings of the 
board and participate in its proceedings, but may vote 
only when he has been designated by the chairman to 
sit for a member. 


D. Any question of whether a member shall be disqualified 
from voting on a particular matter shall be decided by 
a majority vote of the members except the member who 
is being challenged. 


E. The chairman shall call at least one regular meeting of 
the board each month. 


F. No meeting of the board shall be held without a quorum 
consisting of three members or associate members 
authorized to vote. 


G. The board shall adopt rules for transaction of business 
and the secretary shall keep a record of its resolutions 
transactions, correspondence, findings and determina- 
tions. All records shall be deemed public and may be 
inspected at reasonable times. 


4. Duties; Powers. 


A. The board shall prepare a Comprehensive Plan as de- 
fined by 30 M.R.S.A. #4961. A Comprehensive plan 
that is adopted by the board shall control until super- 
seded by provisions adopted by the town legislative body. 


B. The board shall perform such duties and exercise such 
powers as are provided by town ordinance and the laws 
of the State of Maine. 


C. The board may obtain goods and services necessary to 
its proper function within the limits of available monies.

TITLE 7 M.R.S.A. 


8 3454. License necessary 
No dog shall be kept within the limits of this State unless such dog shall 
have been licensed by its owner in accordance with the laws of Maine. 
“Owner” means any person or persons, firm, association or corporation 
owning, keeping or harboring a dog. 


§ 3455. Dogs not to run at large 


It shall be unlawful for any dog, licensed or unlicensed, to run at large 
except when used for hunting. 


“At large” means off the premises of the owner and not under the control 
of any person by means of personal presence and attention as will reasonably 
control the conduct of such dog. 

““Owner” means any person or persons, firm, association or corporation 
owning, keeping or harboring a dog. 


§ 3456. Disposal 


Any police officer, sheriff, deputy sheriff, game warden or constable 
shall seize, impound or restrain any dog in violation of section 3455 and 
deliver such dog to any person or shelter authorized to board dogs by the 
Department of Agriculture under section 3406. Such dogs shall be handled as 
strays and abandoned dogs. 


8 3457. Violations 


In addition to seizing and impounding the dog, the officer, having 
jurisdiction, may bring suit against the owner of any dog running at large, and 
that owner commits a civil violation for which a forfeiture of not less than 
$25 nor more than $100 shall be adjudged. 


WARNING TO ALL DOG OWNERS-KEEPERS: The Warrant for Prosecuting 
Unlicensed Dog Owners-Keepers, will be delivered to the Constable on

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


From the first meeting of your Board of Selectmen on March 6, 1980, it was 
apparent that this year, and the groundwork set for programs in the future, 
should be one of austerity. The Board has functioned and made decisions based 
on two policies: to act in the best interests of the town as a whole and to keep 
expenditures and committments for expenditures at a minimum. 


To accomplish this every area of town government needed to be analyzed and 
evaluated in the light of the above policies. Maintaining a local government to 
service a town with a minimum expense to the taxpayer is not always an easy nor 
popular method of procedure, but it seems a necessary one for the future of 
Gouldsboro. 


The town office building needs to be remodeled or rebuilt. This is a must in the 
near future so that our revenue sharing money is not placed in jeopardy. An 
energy audit of the present building is to be conducted to determine if remodeling 
is feasible. The Board is asking the town to establish a Town Office Building 
Fund to reduce the financial impact when the work is done. 


The seventy streetlights of the town were evaluated in respect to three criteria, 
established by the Board: at intersections, where hazardous road conditions exist, 
or where people gather. The survey showed that twenty-two streetlights in the 
town are not located at any of the above locations. The Board is asking the town 
to eliminate those lights and thus reduce that expenditure. 


The functions of the town office was another area that was evaluated. As a 
result of a review of the record-keeping by an outside consultant, the payroll and 
general ledger systems were updated in January 1981. The services of a town 
office increase and tend to become more complicated each year as regulations 
from state and federal agencies are handed down to the local level. For the last 
half of this year the town manager and clerk are working without the help of a 
CETA person, but are able to conduct the necessary business at comparatively 
low salaries. 


With every aspect of the local government being questioned as to its 
effectiveness and its impact on expenditures, the economic future of Gouldsboro 
should be sound. This cannot be accomplished overnight nor without the 
assistance and cooperation of all the citizens of Gouldsboro. The many activities 
of your Board of Selectmen cannot begin to be listed in this annual report, but 
you are urged to attend Board meetings to see how local government functions. 


We would like to express our appreciation to all of you for your support and 
encouragement during the year and we are grateful for the opportunity to serve 
the Town of Gouldsboro.

ASSESSORS REPORT 


At the 1980 Town Meeting the citizens of Gouldsboro voted into office three 
new assessors, none of whom had had previous experience in this area. 
Futhermore, we were the first assessors to be elected under the new regulation 
that selectmen cannot also serve as assessors during the same year. 

Despite these handicaps, we were able to complete the necessary preliminary 
work and to have the tax bills mailed out during July, 1980, somewhat earlier 
than had been the case during the past two years. We do, however, acknowledge 
the help of the 1979 Board of Assessors in helping us to get started in this task. 
The new town tax maps, though still imperfect in many ways, were also of 
considerable help, especially in the determination of proper land valuations. 

In order to maintain assessments at a minimum of 70% of fair market value as 
required by state law, all 1979 valuations were increased by 8% except house lot 
valuations, which were kept at $1875, the same as in 1979. Preliminary figures 
show that in spite of this increase, the assessment-to-sales ratio will be in the 
order of 75%, not much ‘higher than the 72% determined a year ago. Hence a 
further increase in valuations may be required in 1981. It must be emphasized, 
however, that this increase will have no effect on the final tax, since it will be 
applied equally to all valuations. 

Despite our efforts to establish property valuations as fairly and as accurately 
as possible, errors were made and we received requests for a large number of 
abatements. Many of these requests were made because the taxpayers felt their 
valuations were high compared to their neighbors, or with other taxpayers 
having houses of comparable value. 

Our answer to such requests is that Gouldsboro is definitely in need of a 
professional revaluation. The elected assessors do not have the time or the 
background experience necessary to accomplish this themselves. Hence we 
wholeheartedly agree with previous Boards of Assessors in urging that at the 
next town meeting the taxpayers vote to approve a warrant calling for a 
professional revaluation of the town.

TOWN MANAGER’S REPORT 


This year, as noted in their own report, the new board of selectmen have set a 
policy of austerity for town operations. The staff has done its best to implement 
that policy. The vacant CETA position has not been refilled. Gouldsboro has a 
smaller (and lower paid) staff than.in any of the other comparable communities in 
Hancock County. As a result, there are many tasks that the staff cannot do as 
quickly as we would like. 

One of the things that will help efficiency is a new “one-write” accounting 
system that will make possible more up-to-date reporting of the financial 
situation during the year. 


Treasurer & Tax Collector 
_ The collection rate of current year’s taxes has improved from 89% in 1979 to 
92% in 1980, despite the higher tax committment in 1980. In December, with 
the assistance and encouragement of the selectmen, reminder notices were sent 
to those with unpaid taxes after the December | due date, and this helped. A 
system for sending reminder notices to persons with liens on their property has 
been set up, but has not yet been put into action yet. 

At present, the town has no tax-acquired property. All parcels acquired in 
1980 from unpaid 1977 taxes were repurchased by previous owners after 
payment of all taxes, interest, and costs. The only taxes written off as 
uncollectible by the selectmen during the year were on properties that were 
accidently taxed twice, with one tax having been already paid. Efforts are 
continually being made to collect all other taxes through the lien process, 
personal contacts, and the small claims court. 

Acting with professional advice, we are using improved methods to minimize 
the cost of tax anticipation borrowing. Funds not immediately needed are 
reinvested at higher rates, as permitted by state law and IRS regulations. Both 
the state treasurer and officers of larger municipalities have been using these cost- 
cutting methods for many years. 


Road Commissioner 

State aid work at Gouldsboro Point has at long last been completed. The town 
no longer has the worry and expense of maintaining that section of exposed 
shore road that was frequently eroded in coastal storms. Plans can now go 
forward for the similar project at the causeway in Corea. In the meantime, some 
remaining state-aid funds will be used in the spring to complete the removal of 
the hazardous ledge outcrops on Rte. 186 near the Stinson factory in Prospect 
Harbor. 


On town roads, much-needed improvements were done on the Taft Point road 
in West Gouldsboro, the newly accepted section of old county road in 
Gouldsboro, the road into Bunker’s Harbor, and on the Paul Bunyan road, 
where state Town Road Improvement funds were used. Materials were 
purchased for a needed culvert improvement in South Gouldsboro, but the early 
snowfalls prevented completion of that work. This project and other 
improvements needed to prevent flooding and similar problems are scheduled for 
1981. . 


Overseer of the Poor 

Many citizens are perhaps not aware that the General Assistance program is 
not a local program, but a state program that is administered locally in accord 
with state and federal laws. Officials from the Me. Dept. of Human Services now 
visit every town office in the state to check on compliance with laws on 
procedure and confidentialty. All costs of general assistance are paid by the 
towns, except that when a certain upper level is reached, the state will provide 
reimbursement. — - 

According to the Dept. of Humans Services, local welfare costs state wide were 
almost 40% higher in 1980 then they were in 1979. The reasons given were 
much higher energy costs, as well as inflation and unemployment. In spite of the 
trend statewide, 1980 costs in Gouldsboro were kept close to the 1979 level. 
However, with energy costs continuing to rise steeply, the trend is likely to be 
upward. 

The following figures illustrate the changes in the town’s welfare situation over 
the past four years. In 1977, I processed 11 applications from 7 different 
households (cases). In 1980 I processed about 70 applications from 29 
households. Under state law, every application must be processed and a written 
decision given within 24 hours - even if the application and request are made ona 
weekend or holiday - which happens frequently in winter months. 

The growing number of applications makes it much harder to adequately 
verify eligibility through banks, former employers, and other sources. Applicants 
who are denied assistance are more and more turning to legal aid groups and the 
courts. One nearby town recently lost a court suit and was ordered to make 
payments on an application that had been denied. An informal work-for- 
assistance program has been started, but this program, too, demands staff time to 
direct and to supervise. 


Code Enforcement Officer 
Under this position, I work actively with the planning board, and on occasion 
with the plumbing inspector and the DMR marine biologist. The purpose is to 
enforce local ordinances, and some of the state laws relating to land use. (The 
planning board is preparing an improved building permit ordinance which 
remove some of the duplication of existing permit requirements.) In 1980 19 
building permits were issued.

PLANNING BOARD REPORT - 1980 


During 1980 the PLANNING BOARD held 21 regular meetings, including a 
joint meeting with the board of assessors. During the year the board reviewed 22 
shoreland zoning applications and a subdivision addition. Review of applications 
includes assisting an applicant in preparing the proper forms, making an on-site 
inspection if necessary (12 were done this year), checking the application to see if 
it met existing ordiances, and ruling on whether it is acceptable or not. 

The planning board also prepares or updates town ordinances related to 
planning and considers other related actions. The board has worked on preparing 
the following ordinances this year: minimum lot size; building permit ordinance; 
building permit expiration. No ordinances have been offered to the town meeting 
this year. The planning board also discussed action on: Acadia Master Plan; 
Coastal Zone Management Projects; Corea-by-the-Sea escrow fund; Forbes 
Pond Resource Protection area; Coastal Natural Areas Program. 

The planning board is composed of 5 regular members and 2 alternate 
members, each serving a five-year term. Starting in 1981 members are to be 
elected. Members serving now were appointed by the selectmen. During 1980 
there was considerable turnover in membership, with Wayne Moore and George 
Daley the only board members who have served the entire year. 

The planning board meets the first and third Tuesday of each month at 7:30 at 
the town office. All meetings are open to the public. The board welcomes citizens 
of the town to attend its meetings and become familiar with the functions and 
activities of the Planning Board.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
REPORT 


During the course of the year the commission completed a survey study of 
Forbes Pond. Copies of this report are available. In progress is a report on the use 
of the Woodland Taxation Law for preserving larger tracts of land (10 or more 
acres). The commission urges everyone with an interest in any aspect of 
conservation to contact one of the members. 
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SHELLFISH COMMITTEE REPORT 


The year was an eventful one for the Gouldsboro shellfish digging community. 
One of the long-closed areas in Prospect Harbor was opened briefly because the 
pollution abatement efforts of the committee and the DMR had been partially 
successful. The availability of the CZM grant was another major factor in the 
year’s events. Several of the aspects of the program to be considered in this brief 
report are: Conservation through ordinance enforcement, conservation through 
flats management, and administration of the program. 

The warden program for ordinance enforcement is the major part of the 
program. The warden’s wages, originally paid for through CETA, were funded 
by the CZM program when his CETA eligibility ended. His mileage expense 
reimbursement is also an important part of the program. (Current rate: 
16°/mi.) The town is very spread out, so considerable travel is necessary to visit 
the flats in all parts of the town on a near daily basis.

CZM contract year:

Fine Receipts: $1,665 

Flats management included survey work, reseeding, and closing of areas for 
conservation. The reseeding program was paid for by the CZM grant. Thirty 
bushels were reseeded in different parts of town. One outcome of this work were 
suggestions for futher improvement for these activities for coming years. 

The manager and one of the committee members attended the Belfast meeting 
sponsored by the DMR and came back with much useful information. The key 
item was the model conservation ordinance. A modified version of the model 
ordinance has been submitted to public hearing. 

The committee has put a lot of effort into preparing an ordinance that would 
be acceptable to the people of Gouldsboro as well as the state. The state attorney 
general is currently involved in a federal lawsuit defending local shellfish 
ordinances. Their office is only approving ordinances that agree with the state 
position in that case. Therefore, the committee has had to accept certain 
provisions in the ordinance that it does not completely agree with, and asks that 
the townspeople support the ordinance as well. 


GOULDSBORO SHELLFISH COMMITTEE 
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RECREATION COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Recreation Committee held 14 meetings, 5 work days, and attended one 
meeting of the Resource Conservation & Development Council in Cherryfield. 

Questionnaires filled out by 250 voters at last year’s town meeting showed the 
most support for two of the projects: Jones Pond facility and Town Ballfield. We 
report the following progress to you: 

1) Town Ballfield: We applied for and received a matching federal grant for the 
$2000 voted at Town Meeting. All work had to be delayed till approval and 
signing of contracts in late October. Most of the earthwork was done before the 
early November snows. Loaming and seeding will be completed this spring. 

2) Jones Pond: When a suitable site is located for sale, we’ve lined up financial 
assistance for land acquisition, for constructing a boat landing & parking lot. 
Help is available from the National Guard in constructing a beach and picnic 
area. But until land can be located, we will not have a proposal for the town to 
vote on. 

3) Fund-raising: In addition to applying for grants, the committee is sponsoring 
a quilting class. This quilt will be raffled off to fund other Recreation Committee 
projects. 

We hope you will vote to continue the Recreation Committee for another 
year, and pass the ordinance to establish it as a permanent committee next year. 
There is much to be done to improve recreation facilities in Gouldsboro.

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AUDIT COMMENTS 


At the annual Town Meeting of the Town of Gouldsboro, held on March Ty 
1980, the Townspeople authorized the purchase of a new school bus. The 
vote also authorized borrowing monies not to exceed $23,500. On March 28, 
1980, the Town obtained a $22,000.00 note from Depositors Trust Company 


and purchased the school bus. 


The amount shown as deferred appropriations represents the school bus 


notes as follows:

The Town is currently being reimbursed by the State Department of Educa- 
tional and Cultural Services for the note principal and interest paid on the 
bus purchases. The reimbursement is received the year after payment has 


been made. 


The balance of the deferred appropriation account represents $6,200.00 
which was paid to TownManager, Jonathan Thomas, as an out of court settle- 
ment resulting from his improper removal from office as Town Manager. At 
the annual Town Meeting, the Townspeople voted not to raise or appropriate 
funds for this expenditure; therefore, it is being carried as a deferred 
appropriation until such time as the expenditure becomes authorized by 


the townspeople. 


$1,033.36 was paid to Edward Russell, attorney for Roger McFarland, as 
an in court settlement involving the Town of Gouldsboro and Roger McFarland. 
Allegedly, Roger McFarland, who was elected as Tax Assessor, did not perform 
his duties so the selectmen refused his pay. The Court ruled in favor of 


Mr. McFarland. 
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The Townspeople authorized the construction of a new fire station, 
not to exceed $50,000.00 in 1980. The construction had been completed 


at audit date with a total cost of $34,324.47. 


Various investments have been made by the Town of Gouldsboro during the 
1980 municipal year. Funds raised for the Corea Causeway and Road ($15,000.00) 
have been transferred to a certificate of deposit held at the Depositors Trust 
Company, earning 15.319% interest and maturing on June 12, 1981. Federal Rev- 
enue Sharing Funds to be appropriated in 1981 were also invested into certifi- 
cates of deposits at the Penobscot Savings Bank ($24,475.00) and are earning 


11.657% interest; they will mature on April 23 and 27, 1981. 


During the 1980 municipal year, town funds were invested in the "Dreyfus 
Money Market Series", an investment management corporation in New York. 
The balance of funds held in the Dreyfus Fund at December 31, 1980, amounted 
to $113,436.10. Interest earned on these investments totalled $8,436.10 for 


the year. The interest rate flucuates with the money market. 


Tax anticipation notes were obtained from the Depositors Trust Company 
during the 1980 year. The notes amounted to $200,000.00 with interest pay- 
able at 8.125% per annum. Interest paid for the notes amounted to $12,413.18 


computed by using only 360 days per year.

It is once again my privilege to submit the annual school report to the citizens 
of Gouldsboro. ; 

Your school continues with its excellent academic program. Staff members are 
continuing to seek self-improvement opportunities and many of our school 
programs benefit because of this. Currently the math program is being reviewed 
and serious consideration is being given to adoption of a new math textbook 
series with a revised curriculum. 

Your School Committee has devoted considerable time and energy to the 
review of transportation routes in an attempt to conserve energy and money. As 
a result of this, the kindergarten class has been attending school since November 
on a full day basis. 

The energy program adopted by the Committee a year ago has continued with 
temperature controls being installed on the furnace to maintain a minimum 
temperature when the building is not occupied. Insulation was added over the 
ceiling of the all-purpose room during this past summer. The last two classrooms 
needing window replacement were also completed, making this project complete 
for all classrooms. No further projects are being considered at this time. 

Your school busses are relatively new and no further purchases are being 
considered for the coming year. Payment for one bus purchased last year and a 
final payment on one other bus is included in the school budget for 1981-82. This 
School Budget as proposed for your consideration reflects an increase of 
$22,969.84. The most significant item of increase is in bus notes which shows an 
increase of $17,109.22. This payment will completely pay off all debt on school 
busses. 

Because of an increased balance over last years and increased state subsidy for 
the coming year the actual tax levy necessary is less. Last years budget required 
$267,967.22 whereas the budget being presented for 1981-82 will require a tax 
levy of only $244,978.00. 

A sincere thanks is extended to the staff, school committee, and citizens for 
your support, patience and understanding during the past year.

Shall an Ordinance entitled “Shellfish Conservation Ordinance, 
Town of Gouldsboro, March 1981” be enacted? 


SHELLFISH CONSERVATION ORDINANCE 
Town of Gouldsboro 
March 1981 


1. Authority: This ordinance is enacted in accordance with 12 
M.R.S.A. Section 6671. 


2. Purpose: To establish a shellfish conservation program for the 
Town of Gouldsboro which will insure the protection and 
optimum utilization of shellfish resources within its limits. These 
goals will be achieved by means which may include: 

A. Licensing 

B. Limiting the number of shellfish harvesters 

C. Restricting the time and area where digging is permitted 

D. Limiting the minimum size of clams taken 

E. Limiting the amount of clams taken daily by a non-commercial 
harvester. 


3. Shellfish Conservation Committee: The Shellfish Conservation 
Program for the town of Gouldsboro will be administered by the 
Shellfish Conservation Committee consisting of 5 members to be 
appointed by the Selectmen for terms of five years. (The first year, 
appointments are to be for 1, 2, 3, 4, & 5 vears.) 


The Committee’s responsibilities include: 
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A. Establishing annually in conjunction with the Department of 
Marine Resources the number of shellfish digging licenses to be 
issued; 

B. Surveying the clam flats to maintain current information on 
shellfish resources; 

C. Submitting to the Board of Selectmen proposals for the 
expenditures of funds for the purpose of shellfish conservation; 
D. Keeping this ordinance under review and making 
recommendations for its amendments; 

E. Securing and maintaining records of shellfish harvest from the 
town’s managed shellfish areas and closed areas that are 
conditionally opened by the Department of Marine Resources; 
F. Recommending conservation closures and openings to the 
Board of Selectmen in conjunction with the Area Biologists of the 
Department of Marine Resources; 

G. Submitting an annual report to the Municipality and the 
Department of Marine Resources covering the above topics and 
all other committee activities; 


4. Definitions: 


A. Resident: The term “resident” refers to a person who has been 
domiciled in this municipality for at least three months next prior 
to the time his claim of such residence is made. 

B. Junior Resident: The term “junior resident” refers to a resident 
from age 13 to the 16th birthday. 

C. Nonresident: The word “nonresident” means anyone not 
qualified as a resident under this ordinance. 

D. Shellfish, Clams: When used in the context of this ordinance 
the words “shellfish” and “clams” mean softshell clams, Mya 
arenaria. 

E. Municipality: Refers to town of Gouldsboro, Maine. 


5. Licensing: Municipal Shellfish Digging License is required. It is 
unlawful for any person to dig or take shellfish from the shores 
and flats of this municipality without having a current license 
issued by this municipality as provided by this ordinance. 


A Commercial Digger must also have a valid State of Maine 
Commercial Shellfish License issued by the Department of Marine 
Resources. 


A. Designation, Scope, and Qualifications: 


1) Resident Commercial Shellfish License: The license is available 
to residents of the Town of Gouldsboro and entitles the holder to 
dig and take any amount of shellfish from the shores and flats of 
this municipality and reciprocating municipalities. 
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2) Junior Resident Commercial Shellfish License: The license is 
available to Junior Residents, as defined, and entitles the holder to 
the same privileges that the holder of a Resident license has. 

3) Nonresident Nonreciprocating Commercial Shellfish License: 
The license is available to nonresidents of this municipality and 
entitles the holder to dig and take any amount of shellfish from the 
shores and flats of this municipality. 

4) Resident Recreational Shellfish License: The license is available 
to residents and real estate taxpayers of this municipality and 
entitles the holder to dig and take no more than one peck of 
Shellfish in any one day for the use of himself and his family. 

5) Nonresident Nonreciprocating Recreational Shellfish License: 
The license is available to any person not a resident of this 
municipality and entitles the holder to dig and take no more than 
one peck of shellfish in any one day for the use of himself and his 
family. 

6) License must be signed: The licensee must sign the license to 
make it valid. 


B. Contents of the Application: Any person may apply to the 
Town Clerk for the licenses required by this ordinance on forms 
provided by the municipality. 


1) Contents of the Application: The application must contain the 
applicant’s name, current address, birth date, height, weight, 
signature, and whatever other information the municipality may 
require. 

2) Misrepresentation: Any person who gives false information on 
a license application will cause said license to become invalid and 
void. 

3) Change of Residency: The Shellfish Committee shall vote to 
void a resident license after a license holder has moved 
Gouldsboro is domiciled elsewhere for thirty days. 


C. Fees: The fees for the licenses are as stated below and must 
accompany in full the application for the respective license. The 
Town Clerk shall pay all fees received to the Town Treasurer 
except for $.50 for each license which will be retained by the 
Town as payment for issuing the license. Fees received for 
shellfish licensing shall be used by the town for shellfish 
management, conservation, and enforcement. 


Resident Commercial: $10.00 per year 

Junior Resident Commercial: $3.00 per year 

Non-Resident non-reciprocating Commercial:$100.00 per year 
Resident Recreational: $3.00 per week or $7.50 per year 
Non-Resident Nonreciprocating Recreational: $10.00 per week 
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D. Limitation of Diggers: Because the shellfish resources are 
limited and because a commercial or recreational digger can be 
expected to harvest a certain volume of clams per year, the 
number of diggers must be controlled. This number will vary from 
year to year depending upon estimates of the resource capabilities 
and management requirements consistent with good resource 
utilization. The following procedures will be followed to exercise 
the control: 


1) Prior to each Feb. 1, the Town Shellfish Conservation 
Committee with the approval of the Commissioner of Marine 
Resources will establish the number of commercial or 
noncommercial licenses to be permitted. 

2) The Shellfish Conservation Committee will notify the Town 
Clerk in writing prior to March 15 of the number of licenses to be 
issued. No reservation will be accepted. 

3) The Town Clerk shall issue licenses according to allocations 
prescribed by the Shellfish Committee that have been approved by 
the Commissioner of Marine Resources. Before July 1, 
commercial licenses shall be sold only to residents, on a first come 
first serve basis. After July 1, licenses may be sold to residents and 
nonresidents on a first come first serve basis within the allocation 
limits. 


E. License Expiration Date: Each license issued under authority of 
this ordinance expires at midnight on 31st day of March next 
following date of issue. 


F. Reciprocal Harvesting Privileges: Licensees from any other 
municipality cooperating with this municipality on a joint shellfish 
management program may harvest shellfish according to the terms 
of their licenses. 


G. License fees will be waived for residents 65 years or older and 
12 years or younger. 


6. Opening and Closing of Flats: 

The Municipal Officers, with the approval of the Commissioner 
of Marine Resources, may open and close areas for shellfish 
harvest. Upon recommendation of the Shellfish Conservation 
Committee and concurrence of the Dept. of Marine Resources 
area biologist that the status of the shellfish resource and other 
factors bearing on sound management indicate that an area should 
be opened or closed, the Municipal Officers shall call a public 
hearing on ten-day’s notice published in a newspaper having 
general circulation in the Town, stating the time, place, and 
subject matter of the hearing, and shall send a copy of the notice 
to the Department of Marine Resources. The decision of the 
Municipal Officers made after the hearing shall be based on 
findings of fact. g4

7. Minimum Legal Size: 


A. Minimum legal size of softshell clams: It is unlawful for 
any person to dig or take softshall clams from the shores or flats of 
the town of Gouldsboro, Hancock County, which are less than (2) 
two inches in the longest diameter to the amount of more than 
10% of any lot. 


1) Definitions: The word “lot” as used in this ordinance 
means the total number of soft shell clams in any bulk 
pile. Where softshell clams are in a-box, barrel, or other 
container, the contents of each box, barrel, or other con- 
tainer constitute a separate lot. 

2) Method of determining tolerance: The tolerance of 
10% must be determined by numerical count of not less 
than one peck nor more than four pecks, taken at ran- 
dom from various parts of the lot, except that the 
tolerance must be determined by numerical count of the 
entire lot when the lot contains less than one peck. 


8. Penalty: A person who violates this ordinance shall be punished 
as provided by 12 M.R.S.A. Section 6671 (9). 


9. Effective Date: This ordinance, which has been approved by the 
Commissioner of Marine Resources, shall become effective after 
its adoption by the municipality provided a certified copy of the 
ordinance is filed with the Commissioner within twenty days of its 
adoption. 


10. Separability: If any section, subsection, sentence or part of this 
ordinance is for any reason held to be invalid or unconstitutional, 
such decisions shall not affect the validity of the remaining 
portions of this ordinance. 


11. Repeal: Any ordinance regulating the harvesting or 
conservation of shellfish in the town and any provisions of any 
other town ordinance which is inconsistent with this ordinance is 
hereby repealed.

Shall an Ordinance entitled “Hazardous Waste Ordinance of the 
Town of Gouldsboro” be enacted? 


Hazardous Waste Ordinance of the Town of Gouldsboro 


SECTION I: TITLE 
This Ordinance shall be known as the Hazardous Waste 
Ordinance of the Town of Gouldsboro. 


SECTION II: AUTHORITY 

This Ordinance is adopted pursuant to the home rule power 
granted to all municipalities under the Constitution, Article VIII- 
A and Title 30 MRSA, Chapter 201-A, Section 1917. 


SECTION III: PURPOSE 

The purpose of this Ordinance is to protect the health, safety and 
general community well-being and to protect the natural resources 
of the Town. 


SECTION IV: STORAGE AND DISPOSAL PROHIBITED 
The disposal or storage of hazardous wastes as designated under the 
‘U.S. Clean Water Act, Section 311; Public Law 92-500’, and/or 
the disposal or storage of radioactive waste materials as defined by 
‘38 MRSA, Section 361-D.1.B.’, within the boundaries of the Town 
of Gouldsboro, Maine is prohibited. 


SECTION V: EXCEPTIONS 
Any request for an exception to this prohibition shall be submitted 


in writing to the Selectmen and brought to the whole Town of 


Gouldsboro acting as the body politic, to be voted on by all bona 
fide voters present in a Town Meeting. 


SECTION VI: PENALTY 

Any person to be found in violation of this Ordinance shall be 
subject to a fine of not more than one thousand dollars ($1,000) 
and not less than two hundred and fifty dollars ($250.00) for each 
offense. Each day in which a violation occurs shall constitute a 
separate offense.

Gouldsboro Recreation Committee Ordinance 


1. The Town of Gouldsboro hereby establishes the Gouldsboro 
Recreational Committee. 

2. Five members will be elected by the same process as election of 
town officers, and will serve without pay. 

3. The term of two members will be two years, and the term of 
three members will be three years; staggered such that one three- 
year member & one two-year member are elected each year. 

4. Vacancies will be appointed by the Selectmen to serve until the 
next town election. 

5. The function of the Gouldsboro Recreation Committee will be 
to hold regular meetings to advise & cooperate with the Town 
Officers in overseeing projects & policies related to town 
recreation, and will be responsible to the Selectmen for performing 
these and other duties delegated to it. 

The Recreation Committee recommends a YES vote.

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NOTICE: Relating to the Control of Dogs 
TITLE 7 M.R:S.A. 


8 3454. License necessary 
No dog shall be kept within the limits of this State unless such dog shall 
have been licensed by its owner in accordance with the laws of Maine. 
‘““Owner”’ means any person or persons, firm, association or corporation 
owning, keeping or harboring a dog. 


8 3455. Dogs not to run at large 


It shall be unlawful for any dog, licensed or unlicensed, to run at large 
except when used for hunting. 


“At large’? means off the premises of the owner and not under the control 
of any person by means of personal presence and attention as will reasonably 
control the conduct of such dog. 

‘Owner’? means any person or persons, firm, association or corporation 
owning, keeping or harboring a dog. 


§ 3456. Disposal 


Any police officer, sheriff, deputy sheriff, game warden or constable 
shall seize, impound or restrain any dog in violation of section 3455 and 
deliver such dog to any person or shelter authorized to board dogs by the 
Department of Agriculture under section 3406. Such dogs shall be handled as 
strays and abandoned dogs. 


8 3457. Violations 
In addition to seizing and impounding the dog, the officer, having 
jurisdiction, may bring suit against the owner of any dog running at large, and 


that owner commits a civil violation for which a forfeiture of not less than 
$25 nor more than $100 shall be adjudged. 


WARNING TO ALL DOG OWNERS-KEEPERS: The Warrant for Prosecuting 
Unlicensed Dog Owners-Keepers, will be delivered to the Constable on 
April 30, 1981. 
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
